A technical explanatiom of “Remainders”, this is a note or bill that was printed but never 
officially released for circulation with the series, serial numbers or signatures which ever the 
case may be. They may have become obsolete for many reasons, thus the remainders or whats left over. 
However, some found their way out of tthe source, thus they are not all C.U., 4S many have been 
carried around for years in a wallet, folded and worn. It is somewhat of a custom in Mexico whereby 
many of the citizens have a folded note in their wallet for one reason or another. It is another 
story of why some notes are folded in such a strange way and fashion, which will be related ata 
future time, 


If you feel that you have gained some knowledge from the brief description and research I would 
sincerely apprecigdte hearing from you. This is the first list to my knowledge that shows notes that 
are not’ cataloged. Their are many more and the catalog authors have been advised. I hope to 
write and publish ‘future monographs in this respect if théir are enough collectors interested, in 
this field.
